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Epilogue: Twelve Years Later 


It's been twelve years now since I wrote Pilgrimage Through 
the Watchtower. A lot of people have written and e-mailed me 
with their comments and questions. Sometimes I'm asked how 
I'm doing now. Do I still believe the same things that I did 
when I wrote the book? What have I been up to? What's been 
happening in my life? 


I'm happy to report that yes, I still believe the same things 
now that I did when I wrote the book. The only thing that 
seems to change over time is my depth of understanding of 
and appreciation for the truths that God opened my eyes to 
back in 1984. Since then, I've done a fair amount of study in 
theology, eschatology and church history, and thankfully, this 
has continued to deepen my appreciation for the fundamental 
truths of Biblical Christianity. I've also read through the Bible 
a few more times. And, God continues to work in my life as I 
walk with Him day by day. 


As for my personal life, after writing Pilgrimage Through the 
Watchtower, I continued working for James L. Taylor 
Manufacturing Company until April of 1999. I worked for the 
company, serving in engineering and as western regional sales 
manager, for a total of 15 years, minus a 2-year stint as owner 
of Essential Software, a Macintosh software start-up, in 1992 
and 1993. I lived and worked in upstate New York until 1993, 
then moved to Woodland Park, Colorado where I lived for 
five years, then moved to Lake County, northern California, 
where I've been living now for a little under four years, since 
1998. 


I was "let go" from Taylor in 1999, and was then privileged to 
experience some of the joys of "real life": unemployment, 
financial difficulties, and even clinical depression for a short 
while. Needless to say, the past three years have been 
challenging. We're not completely out of the woods yet, but 
God is in control, and things have been taking a turn for the 
better recently, especially in the past couple of months. 


Six years ago, while living in the mountains of Colorado, I 
met, fell in love with, and married my wife Kathleen. 
Thankfully, Kathleen has never been involved with Jehovah's 
Witnesses. She has a very sweet, kind, bubbly disposition that 
has helped a lot toward keeping me on the level during our 
rough times. I worked with Kathleen in her housekeeping 
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business for two out of the last three years; I also worked as a 
laundromat manager for awhile. Then, a year or so ago, I 
finally decided to "bite the bullet" and go head-to-head with 
my former employer, deciding to start up my own machinery 
importing business, Quick Machinery Company. This was a 
difficult decision for me to make, as my brother Brad still 
works at Taylor, and my dad, although retired, is still involved 
with the company, too. 


With three years of low income and a few too many new- 
buisiness expenses, a couple of months ago Kathleen and I 
made the decision to sell our home, pay off our debts, and 
start over financially. At this moment in time, our house is in 
escrow, and we've just begun caretaking a property on Clear 
Lake. We'll be living humbly for awhile. 


Kathleen and I are members of Grace Evangelical Free 
Church in Kelseyville, California. Kathleen is involved in 
AWANA, and I'm involved with the music ministry at church. 
I'm the piano player for our Sunday evening service "band," 
and I also play for some of the offertories on Sunday 
mornings and at special events. 


Even though my brother Brad and I are competitors now in 
the business world, I am happy that we're still communicating 
privately. Sad to say, my other brother, Steve, is still an active 
Witness. I invite Christians reading this to continue praying 
for Steve. 


This "K&K Ministries" web site has seen a lot of activity 
since its launch in 1998, and I spend a fair amount of time 
responding to e-mails from people who have visited the site. 
I've done some speaking in churches about Jehovah's 
Witnesses, but most of my ministry lately has been on-line. 
God has blessed the ministry (spiritually, that is--it's not a 
source of financial income for me). I'm grateful that the study 
that God brought me through seventeen years ago is still 
being helpful to a lot of different people, in a lot of different 
circumstances. 


So, that's what's been going on with me lately. How about 
you?

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On November 27, 2002, my wife Kathleen gave birth to our 
first child, a boy, Aaron Nelson Quick.

him alive!). Other than that, he's just a perfect little guy, and a 
real sweetie.

Aaron is doing fine! He's five years old now, and just started 
kindergarten last month.

We trust that he will grow in due 
time, possibly during adolescence, when I did most of my 
growing. He's a delightful boy, a ray of sunshine, full of 
energy, who loves technical things, like his dad does.
